Artificial glaciers near the heads of 


streams are suggested as a practical 
means of insuring a sturdy How of 
vrater during the suni'iicr season—nat- 
ural ice plants, wheru many centuries 
ago in the ice age gigantic masses of 
enow collected and giaduaUy coiigeal- 
cd, moved toward tho plains and 
ground out the wonderful canyons 
which are the delight ot" the sightseers. 
These ice plants, in the opinion of 
\Voather Observer Brandenburg of 
Denver, may be revh cd and the condi- 
tions which have been threatened re- 
cently will be known no more. 


Mr. Brandenburg lias talked with 


practical mining engineers of many 
years of experience, and these men 
agree with him in tho idea. The plan 
of Mr. Brandenburg is sot forth briefly 
in the weather report for the month of 
June. The leading paragraph in the 
report has the following: 


"The flow of our stiearns during the 


summer and fall could be materially 
improved at a comparatively small 
co&t. In the mountain districts there 
is a constant and generous flow under 
the ice in all the small streams during 
the winter, no matter how cold the 
weather. To store this water for use 
during the following summer it is sug- 
gested that after suitable sheltered 
places have been selected the Avater 
be brought to the surface and allowed 
to spread over the ice. Even though 
only a small proportion of the flow be 
utilized immense fields of ice could 
thus be formed, and if the site be pro- 
tected from the westerly winds tbe 
gradual melting' would maintain a good 
flow throughout the season when wa- 
ter is generally scarce east of the 
mountains. It is believed that a con- 
certed movement in this direction 
would prove profitable."

Frank Sisco Has Traveled 1,402,297 


3Ules In a locomotive. 


Engineer Frank Sisco of Clinton, la., 


who has just been placed on tbe pen- 
sion list of the Chicago and North- 
western Railway company, has one of 
the most remarkable records of any 
locomotive engineer in the world. For 
forty-two consecutive years he was 
employed as an engineer on the North- 
western road. 
y - 


Engineer Sisco has kept an accurate 


account of tho miles he has traveled. 
The total figures up to 1,402,297 miles. 
Had he covered 25,403 more miles he 
would bave traveled far enough in his 
cab to have made.'thrce round trips to 
the moon. Had *fcis engine always 
headed in the same direction he would 
have circumnavigated the globe 56H 
times. If 208,725,445 men of the height 
of Mr. Sisco were to stand one on top 
of each other, they would tower 1,252,- 
354,070 feet in the air, representing 
the distance covered by him in an en- 
gine. 


Taking thirty-four feet as an esti- 


mated length of a freight car, he would 
have pulled a train of 217,708,470 cars, 
and estimating the average at thirty 
tons for each car he would have pull- 
ed G,533,05J,2SO pounds of freight. At 
the rate of 4 cents a mile he has 
drawn from the Northwestern Rail- 
way company S5G.091.8S.

co lias not had an accident of any con- 
sequence. 


I'sefnl Purposea of Rosin. 


There are many useful purposes to 


which rosin can be applied outside of 
those of general practice. 
As a non- 


conductor of heat it is used in tbe pro- 
tection of water pipes, particularly in 
crossing bridsjot,, wliere the pipe is laid 
in the middle of a long box and the 
whole lilk-d with melted rosin. Rosin 
is also used in supporting basement 
floors in machine shops, which may be 
laid o^ er MHHC dry material, as spent 
| moldinsr wind, which is carefully lev- 
eled off. and the planking laid upon 
temporary supports separating it about 
two inches above the sand. 


Numerous holes about two inches in 


diameter bring bored through these 
planks, melted rosin is forced through 
them by means of funnels until the 
whole space is solidly filled, and then 
the upper flooring is laid upon these 
planks. In case the floor is subjected 
to shocks sufficient to break the rosin 
it rapidly joins together again In much 
the same manner as the regelation of 
Ice.
